Since its birtti in 1892, the Interndtlonal Brotherhood of Bookbinders 
has fought a continuing battle to gain better wages and working 
conditions for its members. When the union affiliated with the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor in I89B it had a membership of 2,500, con- 
sisting primarily of workers employed in the actual binding of books. 
As the International grew, the union broadened its jurisdiction to 
cover waxing machine operators, envelope, calendar, specialty and 
novelty workers and others employed in various related operations. 

Today the membership totals 50,000 and, under the leadership of 
John B. Haggerty, its president for the past 26 years, the IBB has 
obtained for its members wages and benefits comparable with those 
of other printing craftsmen. The union's secretary-treasurer, Joseph 
Denny, was elected without opposition in January of this year. The 
Journal is privileged to salute this vigorous union, representing a 
craft that has contributed so much to the arts and dvilistation.

limits. It IS with fdeasuie and 
pride l!ml the dottaxAL spotlights 
IndiarmtJoHs tliis month. 

To begin with, IndiaTiapoIis is 


thceapifal of Indiana. It is loealed 
in almost the exavl eenter of the 
tState and within 40 miles of the 
center of jiopulntioii of the Tnited 
States, ll is the largest eity in the 
state and llie sceoml largest capital 
city in ihc eon n try. 

Agricultural Area 

Indiana is right in the heart of 
a large agricultural dtstricl of the 
Middle West and its hnsiness ac- 
tivities are about evenly divided 
InHween ngrieultiire and industry. 
Almost imliiiiited suf>pties of steam 
coal are within 40 or 50 miles of 
Indiana poUs. providing inexpen- 
sive fuel for industrial purposes — 
an<! then* is plenty of industry 
there — some 900 imliistries ninmi- 
faeture more than 1.200 different 
eommodities, Indianaf Kills is one of 
the eounlry^s most iuifmrlant H ve- 
st oek markets. It Is the second 
largest eity in the world not lo- 
eated on navigable water. The eity 
covers 54 square miles and popula* 
turn of the luctropolilan area is 
over ofKKOOO. Sixteen railroad lines 
serve Indiana polls and it has liceii 


known for years as the largest 
interurban e^enter in the w'orld. It 
has live airports, the ^Iiiiiieipal 
AirfKirt being one of tbe largest 
and best equippetl in the country. 

The visitor to Indianapolis re- 
ceives a first impression of spa- 
ciousTiess. There are fewer tall 
hiilldings than in other cities of 
ismi|>arable sijce ami thus il ap- 
f>ears to be spread out. Streets are 
broad. There is a ealm* unrusheii 
air almut the metropolis that one 
*‘X peels from cities farther south, 
and yet there is a general attiliide 
nf competence that one associates 
with cities farther north. As one 
f»nnitl citizen expressed it. 
don ’t Inirry Init w'c get things done 
in tridiauapolls/^ 

There yem have a brief ivicture of 
ImliaimtHilis as it exists today, 
Ntuv for a word or two about her 
history. One hundred and thirty 
years ago Indinnajiolis was a hme 
caliin in a virgin forest. How it 
eamc to be n vitally important in- 
dustrial city in the midst of a rich 
agrieiiltural area and how it eame 
to have half a niillicm Iloosier eiti- 
zeiis. is the interesting sueeess story 
of the head eity of the Iloosier 
stale. 

f'irst off, people always wanl to 
know how Indiatiaians eame !>y 
that name whieh is universal to 
them eve ry\x h ere — 1 1 oosie rs . .V n d 
the odd pari of it is *Hio one right- 
ly knows/’ Tile dietionaries and 
eneyelo|iedias say “Iloosier is a 
name applieil to inhabitants of ihc 
State of Indiana. Its origin is nn- 
ktmwTi.’’ 

After some research, however,

earrt voiH^h for its «iithimUcity but 
it eertainly K<niiifls logical 

It seems If ml eiidi spring when 
the spring rains sweiled their 
waters, the irieti of Indiana loaded 
liarges willi eallle and hogs and 
Itoated tliem down to I Louisiana 
where there was a ready market. 
And one day when tfiey were dock- 
ing their lH)ats at Nateln% known 
to be a ** tough** (own, a group of 
loeal boys shmited at them derisive- 
ly^ **\Vell took at (tie Ininch of 
Hoozei’s!"* ‘MIoo/er'* was a eoin- 
Tnon term In the South, incaiiing 
some one green mu] gawky. In 
spile of its rather degrading (jrigiii, 
the name stuek a ml natives (jf In- 
diana today arc proud to be called 
Ifoosiers. 

1*he first set tiers of the area now 
known as liidiniiafiolis were tieorge 
J'ogiie ami John -Merormick and 
their families. These men Imilt 
their cafnns almiM a mile apart at 
file [KdiU wliere Fall Freek ami 
White River meet* Imlinii settle- 
ments were near by. \iy the end 
of the sum 11101 % a d<is^en or more 
eahins ha*l sprung up in the mim 
area, and fur traders and ottier 
travelers ealled the spot the Fall 
Creek settlement. 

Capital Moved 

The original eapital of Ihu Blale 
of Indiana was ('^orinlon, btii in 
January 1H20, the state legishifnre 
deeitled to move the cntnlal site to 
n location in the eenter of the 
State. In Jniie of that year they 
deeitlcd on the Fall t'reek site* 
A mime liiid to be selected ami 
from several lunnes presented, 
Indianapolis (Indiana plus poliSf 
CrtH.*k for city) suggested by Jere- 
miah J^ullivnn, Judge of the Sii- 
tireme Court, was chosen witli little 
opposition. 

In that same year Alexander 
Ralston, who had nssiste<l .Major 
I /Enfant iii laying out the City 
of Washington, I). C„ was ap- 
pointed to lay out this new eilv 
on what was ihcn a western fron- 
tier. The Ii*Knfnnt inllticnce was 
strongly felt in the lay-out of 
Indianapolis whieli resembles our 
NatioiCs i'aiiitnl in nmiiy respects. 

The eity plan >vas a combination 
of the **spider vveb^* of \'er.sailles

Trains’ Advent 

In ISoO the huibling of the Na- 
tional h’oad flirough I ndimia [loMs 
gave further Impetus P^ its gtwlh 
and in \KWt it was ineorjnuated as 
a town. In ls;lb the Central Canal 
frcan Itroail Kipple to Indianapolis 
WMs com I deled. With wjUer priwer 
thus Jiiade avnihdjle, fa e lories were 
buih am] grist in ills, woolen ami 
paper mills sfU'ang up. In Febru* 
ary 1S47. the fii^t steam train 
entered Imlianapolis on Die iladi- 
soH Roai), an event wlileh I'ore- 
slmdoweil ihe eity N development as 
a great railroad eenter. Tlie na- 
tioiCs first union railroail station 
was opened there on Kept, 2U, 

As early :is the outbreak of the 
Civil War, Indianapolis had come 
a very long way. Kidc walks had 
been eomj»leled, Htn?et improve- 
ments and ga.s street liglils had 
been iristallnl and fliH' and ]ioIiee 
de|iatinients were opernting, and 
more than IBO maiiufaeturing eoii- 
eerns find located there. 

Indiana ]>olis played a vital part 
in the Civil War ami under ils 
flovenior Oliver 1'. Morion beeanie 
the Slate reernitlng headquarters. 

The period from ISBu to ISTI] 
was one of rapid growth and ex- 
jiaiLsion, when the first street ears 
were ill! ro( bleed and timusands of 
new liomes, many of ibem un- 
nsmilly fine^ were built. In 1877 
Hie l>elt railroad and slock yards, 
now the bu^gesl stoek yai^ls east of 
('liicago, opened for business*

The year 1882 is a sigiiilicatil une 
lor rea^lei's of ihls story. The first 
are lights were installed in Indian- 
apolis, in Union Station. Street 
ligliLs followed in 1884, 

From llHKlon, Indiana polls grew 
in leaps ami bounds, to tiie buzzing 
metropolis and busy state capital 
it is today. 

So mueli for a thumbimil dc- 
scri]>tion of Indianapolis’ history. 
Now we should like to l>ring to you 
brieily, a little deseri[Uioii of tlie 
points of interest to be seen in the 
cUy. These will serve in the nature 
of information and a guide to those 
who have never visited fndiatiajHe 
Uh iind a review far llioso who live 
theit! or lia%*e visited tlie mctropoliH 
and its ninny interesting monu- 
ments and huildings. 

Towering Memorial 

The outHtanding point of in* 
teresi and the most eommaiidliig is 
the Soldiers’ and Sailors’ Mgnu* 
nieiit located in Momiment Cirele 
in the very heart of the city as we 
explained nliove. This is the thin! 
liighest shaft in America— 284 
feel— exeeeded in height only by 
the Washington Monument and 
the Sam Houston Memorial in 
Texa.s. Four etmehs in the history 
of tlio state are emiimemoi^ated l»y 
bronze statues of repre-scntativo 
men : ( Jeorge Rogers ( Tark, the 
|K»riod of the Revolution j (loveriior 
»Jnmes Whileomh, the War with 
Mexico; Wiliiam Henry llurrisoin 
the War of 1812 and the Battle of 
Tit»peeaiioe; and Governor Oliver 
P, Morion, the Civil War. Tlie 
momunent was liegiin in 1887 and 
.eoiuplcted in lUOl. M cost the peo- 
ple of Indianapolis $fiOO,f)OD. Its 
basement liouses a museum and an 
elevator carries visit oi^s to an ob- 
servation tower at its top. 

The second most famous spot of 
interest in the momiment line is 
the Indiaim World War I Me- 
tmiriiii Shrine Building, LocatcKl 
in Memorial Plaza, one end of 
which is given over to the Imildings 
which house the nalional head* 
i|yaHers of the American Legion, 
the Shrine Building is the main 
structure in the plaza. It contains 
a large muaeimi and an auditoriutn 
seating 600. Abo%^e the auditorium 
is located the shrine room, declared 
by many architects ami artists to

Capitol Building 

Of eoiirse all visitors to Imllan- 
n polls 111 list visit the licattftful 
Capitol BuiltHng ealled the Htate 
House, h houses the eliief offieers 
of the slate government from the 
govermir right on ilown. It also 
f'onlaiiis the newly remi voted Stale 
House ami Senate Clnmibers with 
their el ret Heal voHiig system re- 
mitly inshilled by L. V. 4f>l, This 
(‘apitol Building is Indy a beauti- 
ful one. Its ehief distinguisfiing 
feature iidtHiig grandeur and dig- 
nity to ils aiipeaniuee. is the dome, 
72 feet in tiiameler, rising from the 
eenter to a height of 234 feet above 
the grouml. From foundalion to 
the fSMif, it is const rueted of solid 
stone. It is a nioniinicnf of f’orin- 
Ihian architecture worthy of the 
groat slate, However, it was not 


tlie luinuony of beanly of the 
rn'chileeftire of the Cai>itol Build- 
ing whieli impressed me most. It 
was I he iriteresl iiig museum in the 
basemen I . Ih>wn there, were all 
the lax offiees, city nml stale license 
tag bureaus, marriage license 
bureaus and all the other iinple- 
nieiits of effective city govornment 
usually found in a ( -ity Half. And 
intorspiTsed were case upon case 
of intHTsting H|veeimcns of natural 
history— birds mid animals (most 
of them having an Indiana halii- 
tat), tlierc were indust nul exhiliits 
and antif]uc col leef ions — china, 
silver, needlework, firearms, lings. 
There was even an old homemade 
radio made In 11122 and donatcil by 
a ^Ir. Elgin. This seemed to me 
to be a splendid utilization of cor- 
ridor spat'C for I bo education and 
atiitiHcmenl of the citizens of Indi- 
ana, often iMmipelled to wait many 
mimitcii to pay a tax bill or obtain 
a lieonse. i heard one little boy in 
a eowlM>y suit who had liis nose 
pimscsl hard against ii ease of 
pistols used in Hevolutionnry days.

Hnl aetimlly, btMikliindiiii^ is 
niueii older than that— staiie of our 
remii'rs imiy he suj’priseil lu know 
how very <jld it is. 

The earliest reermls of iHsikbimb 
iim carry us liaek at least lb Imn- 
rfred years before the birth of 
(*hrist. In the .Vssyrian eolleetioti 
in till' Brillsli Museitiiu there is 
]>reserved a sel of term eotta tale 


lets of this date. They were ra*

The early Hn*ek and Ibunaii 
books were written on loiiji strif>s 
of pnreiimi'nt sewn tom'ther ami 
ladled on one or two eyliiiders of 
wiHid. rei'd, metal or ivory, Tlie 
bookbinders i»f thos<? early days 
trimmed ami sipmred the leaves 
ami polished them on I lie outside 
with pnniiee. The I’oHiiiMf of Ihe 
volume armnnl the eylhider eom* 
ideltsl tlie bindiiii; exeept for the 
o mil men I at ion of itic knobs ami 
tlm uttaehinL' of tlie title near the 
top of the roll. The whole roll 
wa.s then sjirinkled with eedrimm 
all oil for t'reservinjr the pareh 
nielli fmm deeay and iiiseets. 

Smne time before the t’liristian 
era, some boe»ks bejran to be writ- 
ten tm sipiare or obfrm^ sheels ami 
these were covered by twti covers 
of ivoiy, ebony or Imixw(mmI and 
helil losrether by hinges, 

'I'tie next important step wliieli 
hastened tlie binding of liooks in 
modern fashion came with the 
diseovmy of ghie liy an Antheniaii 
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mminl Philtaiius, to \vlu»m 
(Im^ks crci-ti^l a statue. \Vi* know 
thill use of 'rliie wim prevn)t’tit in 
rieero’s trim' liec^iuise of I lie pm- 
sa^e in his *‘Kpislles to Attlcus** 
ioii U,C..i in whieli the orator 
asks hb frieml for “some two of 
luH liljrarians, who amongst other 
thini^s, niijrhl amf/JuHnttfe. ills 
iKJoks/’ 

We Imve men tioiieft I he work of 
iKMikhiiiiliiiir liy the Plonks from 
tile ilays iif ('hiii^leiiiaone when 
many monasteries were tlev<itcil 
solely to the oofiyin^, illiisl rat tint 
on<l lainlinfT of maniismipts by 
haint. Ihmkbimlinjr was truly a 
fme arl then and some of Ihi^ hooks 
have l»eeii fireserved for us until 
knlay, in private eolteeliipiis' and 
timscunis. Fine leathers were iisisl 
for the Inniliiitrs and they werc^ 
cmbellislie<l with inlahl eolored 
leathers and hand-tooled desiy:ns. 
with studdi'd ineees of melal and 
some were even si“t wilii jewels ainl 
ivory earviinrs. 

B(Kik ]»rotliietit>n in any volume 
had to wait until (Jiiteuhorjr in- 
vented llie printing press ; 14lfB 
Even then liindintr was still done 
entirely by liaruh guild ajlis- 
iiiiN took II tin* trade so as 1o liirii 
out Ifooks in rpiaiility, and bttnling 
was 110 longer eoiifincil to inon- 
asteries. 

Of eoiirse Inday, liookbinding is

This union sliop was clean and 
pleasant. There were men and 
women, yuimg and old, all alert, 
<|itiek, eoiiipeieni. All st*emed to 
have an Interest in their work. 


There was a phasfuil seent sur- 
rotinding the whole bindery tloor, 
overetmiuig Uie not unpleasant 
seeiits of leather jiiid ink and glue. 
It came from the doxeim of eans of 
“Lilars and Hoses“ taleuni jjow- 
d»‘r We sj»w all over the shop. l*ow- 
der is tisiudly used freely at ma- 
el lines and hand tallies to keep 
signalures slipfdtig into iihiee. 

So iiiueh for a general deseritH 
tlon of the liook hinder mid his 
work. It is piHudse, exact ing work, 
requiring expert kimw-liow and 
skill liookliimlerH serve a four- 
year appnuitieeship to leant to 
perfortti all the numerous ta.sks 
vviiieh kee[j them turning out the 
hooks and pamphlels and stalion- 
cry items uftrdi are so mu eh a 
f)ari of our American way of life. 

Today in 
the liookhindiiig iuduslrv, hours 
and wtiges Jire good and are eoni- 
pandde wit it those enjoyed by 
other printing trades workers, 
liook binders receive from one to 
lliree weeks paid vaealion; from 
six to in i>aid holiiiays and a|i- 
proximately (15 t^ereent of the 
memhersliip are working the 
“shorter^* workweek ^ from 15 to 
17 V 2 hours K In adilition many of 
tlie LllR local iminns have health, 
welfjire and insn ranee t»laus.

The true orijrinatoi' of the flair 
which iit»w is the etisi|rii of the 
rnited Slates of Aincriea is not 
known. In the restless years be- 
fore the lievolntioin all sorts of 
ilags appeamK On the whole ihe.se 
were im|uiUive symliois of loyalty, 
often etyiitaiiiini' inaeeuraeies ami 
ereatetl with niore sentimenl tlinn 
artistry* 


In 1775, wiien tlje new C\m*mNss 
ortiertMl vessels to he fined tmt* the 
iifed of a Jlai; umler whieh these 
ships ininht sail was ivi'ti*nit/,ed. 
71ie Kliode Island wiilj stai-s 
and II bine ant-hor was sn^*fested, 
but no aetion was taken by Oon- 
iness ami in I77h when the new 
roiHtriental army was besicfrina 
IbKston, tile so-calftsl I 'ont iru^rital 
fla^ afJtJcaretl- 1 4 red and wliite 
strijK*s with erusses of Saint t Jeorae 
ami Saint Andrew mi a canton. 
The similarity of this ensign to the 
British union seemed inapproiwiiite 
ami although the t'milinentnt (lair, 
or tiniml Union (hifr ns il was later 
ndh'th cunt limed lo lu' used, the 
necessity of a new ([est<rn l>eeaine 
a PI m rent. 

A!)ont wtm is really responsilile 
for the idea of the stars and stripes* 
tli(‘ro is imtch spmilntnnn AccorcU 
ing to one sttiry* Benjamin Frank- 
lin ill 1775 sMKire.sted that the (lag 
of the Hast India Uomtiany, with 
its horimiitii! stripes and ttie union 
of Entrhind in its ni»per eaiiton* be 
adaptcil for use by the colonies. 

The most popular tale of the 
origin of our Hag* liowever, ne- 
knowledges Betsy Ross as the real 
designer, with the iftca of tlie stars 
and stripes eoniing from the old 
flag of the Bhiliidel]>hia Light 
Bom* Tmo]i. Since Washington *s 
coat of arms contained stars and 
strifTes, some believed this was the 
inspiration for mir national flag. 
But a more authentic version de- 


viates from either of these stories* 
In May, 1777, Uongress appointed 
a eoiumittiH* eomfmsed of (leorge 
Wnsidiigton, Jtoliert Morris amt 
tVilomd tUsirge Hoss to arrange 
for I lie making of a new tlag. The 
tliree visited Betsy Ross* tiphuL 
steiy sliop in Arch Street, Bliila- 
deltdiia* and asked her lo make the 
flag. According to most historians, 
tlie design had been dra\\ii iifi by 
Francis Ilopkinson, a signer of tlie 
Declaration of Imlejmndeiice and 
an nrlist. tjeorge Washington took 
the sketch to Betsy Uos.s and from 
it slie mailc the lii-st Aiiierican flag. 

On dune 14* 1777, the f'ontinem 
tal (hmgress, sitting at I'hiladel 
pliia, adopti'd a resolution that 
. “Tlic tiag of the United Slates 
shall he of 13 strifyes, alternating 
red and white, witfi a union of 13 
stat's of white on a bine field, repre* 
senting a new const el lat ion/' 

A conlcinjvorary dc.scnptioii a1- 
I aches the following si gnifica tiers 
to the parts of tlie flag: *‘The 
stars of the ihig represent the new 
eoiistellation of stales rising in the 
West, The idea is taken from tin* 
gmit eonsttdfation of Lyi*a, whirli 
in the land of nrtdiens signifies 
liartnony. The lilne in the flehl is 
taken from the edgf^ of the To veil - 
anti'i"s* Bamier of Scotland, signifi- 
cant of the covenant of the unifc<l 
colonies against oppression. The 
stains are disposed in a circle sym- 
bolizing the perpetuity" of the 
Union, the ring signifying eternity.

As we staled above an aller^^ie 
person is one wtm is liy per sensi- 
tive to one or more snbstatiees 
harinloss to most people. tVriain 
foods may brinj: oni hives, pollen 
in the air may star! Iniy bwer, 
faet‘ |H)w<]er may imuse an ileldn^ 
skin I'nifvtioiL The Kiihstanees 
vvhieh eanse faiin or diseinnfort to 
allerifie peoph' are railed allermms. 
The ninst eoiiinmii of these are 
pollen, house dvtsl, si rone fumes; 
miiiiml drimlers (tiny parlietes of 
skin, hair or feathers sfjed liy fowl 
or otficr animals); variirns foods 
partienhirly i‘i*i*s, milk, wheat, 
mils, iish and seafood; drn*^s, se- 
rums, fuiiiii; lives, |verfi lines, plas- 
ties, and luimemns other ehemiejils 
used in the home and in itidtistry; 
haeteria within the |iersoirs body; 
tile bile or stinn *d' inM*eis jiarti- 
eidarly bees or wasps; lient, eold 
or sutdiLdil, Tiie sensitivity to 
tliese eommon allerueiis mid otliers 
ti'ss eomimm, vaiaes tremendously 
ill TTnlividnals. In some it may be 
so slight as to enuse little ineon- 
venitaiee imh'ss llie id lergie person 
is sub.jeeted to the idlergen (sintin- 
mmsly or in large ipumtities. In 
oilier eases, a person may be so 
smsilivc that eoiilael with tlie 


most minute ipiantity of the siili- 
stanee that aflVets him, may eaime 
illness wiiieh may prove all bn I 
fatal.

Ailergms often af*penr in dis- 
guised form wlik'h makes them 
lianler to (rark fltuvn. For i*x- 
ample, many fiersoiis are allergle 
to orris root. They do not reali/o 
how often it is found in l'a<*e and 
liody powders. Ifabbil hair, another 
eommon aliergen may be bmnd in 
sweaters, wool stilts, gloves and 
stuffed furriiliire. Hgg while iiml 
milk are found in many, many 
food |»rc'iin rat ions. Allergens ean 
lie anywlu're. I dseon raging you 
may think, 71 u* jmor nllergie per- 
son doesnl Imve a ehanee! Tliat ’s 
vvliere yi 3 irre wrong, lie has n 
gimd eiianec to la* eomfortahle ami 
free from allergie syniploms if lie 
eonsults a good doctor or nlh-rgist 
and follows his advice amt trenl- 
ment. 

The following are the most eono 
mmi diseases eansed by allergens: 
ifatt ft tu t. wliieh is an iiilhim- 
mation of the eyes and nasal pas- 
sages. It s symptoms are sneezing, 
a watery discharge from the m^se, 
redness and itehing a’i the t'yes and 
sometimes of the whole faee. 

Aathnia, whieh is a disease of 
the bronchial tulH‘s of the lungs. 
It eauses M'lumziiig, and at times 
severe attacks of bdioivd brent h- 
ing.

.Migraine headaches ami sinus 
trouble are other nilmeiils fre- 
rpieidly tnieed to alltn^gies, 

IMcdical care is necessn ry in all 
severe eases of allergy for irn- 


mediate rdief of discianbul and 
for fii'oteelion against future al- 
ti'rgie illness. (Cooperation hetween 
the (latieiit and hts physician is 
of great importance in finding the 
cause of ihe illnes,s. Somcliiiics 
the ideiilily of the allergen is 
known. At other times it may take 
many tests and nreat patience on 
the fijirl of lliv paiient and his 
t»liy.siciiin to arrive at a true diag- 
nosis, 71ic medical e.samimition 
fur allergy inelmlcs a llmrmigh in- 
quiry into the patient's diet, his 
ha hits of living and his summmb 
ings at home ami at work, hi adtli- 
lion a complete f^hysical c.xamina- 
tion willi a nriiudysis and a blood 
lest, is made. 

Some Unavoidable 

If the nlltu'gens can be identified 
and removtsl from tlie patient's 
diet or suiToimdings. mi iminediate 
eiire may follow. This is often pos- 
sible, Some allergens, liowcver, can- 
not altogether !h* avoided: for 

example, tlusf, eosmeties, ilyt*s, 
fungi ami many others. Then it 
may lie i»o.ssible to build up the 
palienl's resi.sfance to llie allergen 
by giving in,ieetions— in small 
quantities at til's! mid then in in- 
ereiisiiig amoniits iinti) flic patient 
is made immiifii' to ttic allergen 
which affects him, The.se ‘hbwiisi- 
lixatioiF’ treatments, as they are 
ealhsi, Imve be(*n tlie most succes.s- 
fii! m(?ans of eomlnitting allergies. 
Tiiey often help to reduce the sev- 
erity of the altaeks ami to prevent 
eoiupliealions ami the <insel of an- 
other allergy, 

Aniihisiariiine drugs have lieen 
found hi'lpful ill easing symploms 
of certain allergic disordei's, parti- 
eularly seasonal allergies like liay 
fever even tliough they d<j not cure 
I he underlying coiidiiion. Kinec 
tliey arc loxii* to some ilcgree they 
should only iisoi! iimler n phy- 
sician s directi<m. 

Allergic persons slionld be pat* 
tent, work with their rloetors imtil 
the true eause of their allergy- is 
iliscovcnsl. 1 1 may take time but 
it will imy iliviilemls in sparing 
the patient many yea i*s of suffer- 
ing ami [iisiibility. Hie patient

1 thought we'd mention one or two 
of the comidaints we received though, 
which all of us could accept as con- 
structive criticism. First ahout ap- 
inmi’ance.

they can have a nice coiffure for a 
date at night. It isn't worth it. girls, 
Sind the had impii>Bsion you make 
may In.- detrimentiil to you later mi. 
And speaking of appesunnees in 
public, three of the men we quis^xecl 
said they didn’t like to see women 
doing their grocery shopping or other- 
wise appearing in public, or any place 
except the iKuich, scantily clad in bra 
or halter and shorts.

:ic(|u;iintanccs, we inquired as tn the favorites — the absolute fiivoiite 
dishes — that men like to eat. We found out definitely that they like 
the food that sticks to the ribs. Out of 2il men questioned, 18 of them 
preferred roast beef or steak to any other kind of meat, with roast beef 
ieadirtg. Then tliey wanted masheci potatoes and gravy. More than half 
wanted a nice salad — but none of the fancy gelatin or fruit variety— 
just a good old vt^getable salad with oil dressing. 

The vote was a tittle more varit^d with regard to dessert^ but apple 
pie wm% w]th chocnhite cake a. close second. (Lemon and rhi’rry pio 
and chocolate tee eieam received a few Vfvtes.) 

Most of these recipes are <dd stories to all you good cooks but just 
in case youM Hko a few pointcj's, here's how: 

ROAST BEEF 

5 to ft pouml rolled rib roast of beef 

Sait and pepper 

2 large onions cut in thick slices 

Wipe meal with a damp cloth. Sprinkle with salt and pepper and 
etwer with oni<m slices. Place on rack in pan ami ro3.st uncovered in 
slow oven f*kHV FJ allowing uf» to 4fi minutes per pound. Sen-ea eight. 

HUt»\VN GRAVY 

Strain julce.s left in your roast pan into a cup and place in cold 
water. The fat will rise to the top. For one cupful of gravy, take three 
la hti’ spoons of this fat and lieat iwer low fire. Blend in two table- 
spoons of flour. Then stir in one cup of stock. (The liquid remaining 
from your roast drippinga h fine to use after fat has been skimmed off 
but if there is lud enough, you will have to add stork. This stock c 
be made from a boil ill ion cul>e or canned .soup. Don't use plain water if 
you can help ilj 

Cook and stir the gnivy vigorously until it boils and is smooth. 

i^cason your gravy well, with salt and pepper, minced herbs, pel' 
haps a dash of Worecstershire — whatever ymir taste indicates. 

There is nothing so unappetixing as pale gray gravy. Color it vvith 
a few dreps of Kitchen Hfiuquet or other colorer, untM a rich brown 
shade is obtained, 

>L\sm:D I'OTATOKS 

Fvorybody knows how to make mashed potatoes but prepmdng 
liglit and fluffy mashed potatoes is an art. Add hot milk to mashtd or 
sieved well-done and well -drained potatoes and beat vigorrmsly with a 
potato masher i»r a fmk, being sure no lumps remain in the potatoi^s. 
A very small aimnnit of baking powder may be added to keep the 
p*>tatoes white and light, but only hard lM*ating will make them 
creamy. Add a big lump of butter, salt and pepper. Re sure they 
zu(‘ very hot when servc'd. 

For variety you may sometimes sprinkle chopped chive, ay chopped 
crisp haeon, or a little grated cheese over the top.

birth dale and the other data 
wliicli the opera lor has jmncheil on 
the eard. This ofieranim is eom- 
plctely automatic and this inaehine 
interpr4'ts and prints at the I'ale 
of intt cards a aiimile. 

The next important mnchinc in 
tills chain of processes is the lii|;h 
speed sorter and counter. The ar- 
rinmement of (uinch card imrlor* 
atimis automatically enables the 
machine io separate the cards into 
propel' sortinjr uiuls. The caids 
can lie conn lei I in each classiticn* 
lion as they arc sorteil. Thus if 
we wan Us I to know Imw many 
rnernhers were due to ^o on pen- 
sion in say lbo4, all we would 
have to do is rim the cards tliroii^di 
the macliine and jret a totah In- 
cidentally the macliine puts llie 
cards hack into proimr order a^^ain 
ami works at a sliced of 4o0 cards 
a minute. 

Aiiothei' uiaciiine, the taluilator, 
prints liata from cards onto a 
tabulating sheet whenever a need 
for such data in such form arises. 

Still another machine, known as 
the mult i-cont rob is capable of re- 


producinj; an identical set of 
punched cards from the master 
or any )iart of the information on 
theiiL This ndracidmis machine is 
also capable of compariim^ cards of 
a master llio with tliose of an iuix* 
ilia ry file in order to reprtMliiee the 
in formal ion and also it can inter- 
file alphahetieally or mimeiaeally. 

Valuable Use 

Use of this maehijie will be very 
val liable to ns in tlie fnlnre, Tliere 
will ]K*rhaps he many individual 
studies wliirh we miuht like to 
undertake, tkii-ds eau be repro- 
duces! for as little as sme-tenth of 
a cent \h'v eard. Aiiilitional in- 
fornuitiou emi be pumlied on them 
for inlerpretatioiu while our initial 
tiles can be left intaet lo [perform 
the service they liave been set up 
to i)erfs>nu, iianiely, keetun*r an 
accurate and eonstanl esmrU of oiir 
beiidieial members mid their 
st ^mdinf^s. 

This phase of eard punch opera- 
tion has already liceii init lo ji:ood 
use, for as a by-product of mir 
sy.stem, w'e have lieeti able to set 
up an accurate file for keeping

Mica is mie of the most imjiort- 
ant induNtrial materials in thi* 
world and the fact that the great 
bulk of it comes from India also 
iiiakes it a highly strategic iiiate- 
riaL 

Automatic Machinery 

Mica is mined in liha»k form and 
then split into wafcr-tliin flakes. 
When built nf» into sheets of vary- 
ing thickness. It provides an elec- 
trical barrier that Can be imifle to 
any repaired size, MeehonienMy, 
mica sheets have the “bounciness*' 
of springs and will resist heat tlmi 
destroys other ty|>cs of insulation. 

Xew mi tomat ic machinery fea- 
tures the ]dmit*s jiroduetiou facili- 
lies, ( lm‘ muchiiie- — 150 feet Itmg 
— takes in mica Hakes at one end, 
tumbles them into a finely dividtsl 
“snowfall,*' and drops iJiem iii 
simmth layers on a constanlly 
moving sbeel coverc<l with resin. 
At ,the other end, the slieets— 
called mica [dates — are cut anrl 
St am per I to size, depemlirig on the 
ajitilicatitm.

It has been the jjetieral practice for 
the hospitals to give the putienl one 
htl! for all services rendemi cxcefit 
those of the personal physician, Var- 
ious hcistnt id i nation tiaymenl plans 
are Imsed on lids ]iincticc. Now these 
speciuUsts* sLipporti'il by the Ameri* 
can Mf-dical Association, have de- 
cided that they are being cx]dcdlOfl 
hy the hostntals. They want to ren- 
der their indixdduid bills to the pa- 
tient and l>ay the hnHpitals "rent'* for 
the use of hospital space ami facil- 
ities daiining that they arc enlitletl 
to the profit that the hospital* »uj>- 
posedly, is making on them. It is 
true that alt noninofit hospitals use 
any surplus there may la' from one 
ilepartment to make up shortages, 
such as their free clinics, in other 
departments. It has always been un- 
derstood that tioctors follow Ihe same 
code. In fact there is no ijuesUtm in 
mir mind on that score, concern ing 
most all family doctors. 

We puol.e f rom the article by Albert 
Dcutsch as follows; "'To the layman 
such wruxis as *pron leering*^ h-xploi- 
tation/ and ‘money hungry hospitals" 
.sound gmtesquejy out of place when 
iipplieci to insti tut ions established on 
11 non-piiird basis for the benefit of 
the public and lanided by boards of 
civic-udndMd i>ersiinH who fmdy do- 
nate their time, elTort and money*" 
Rut thill is the oflicial A.M.A, posi- 
tion. Al the last annual meoling a 
series of measures was adnpted 
against hospitals “engaged in the 
pnictice of medicine and profUing“ 
from the work of d^lClorg.

As mentioned before we know that 
Lhmv are many doctors that live up 
to these ethics and disagree witli 
many of the pi*onouncements of the 
A.M.A. but fear voicing theii opiidons 
for fear of being expelled frcmi their 
county medical society. Such expul- 
sion would bar a doctor from use of 
hospital facilities.

double time for the second shift* and 
$3,10 an hour and $6,20 double time 
for the third shift. They also i‘eceive 
paid holidays and paid vacations and 
whatever insurance and hospitalixa- 
tlon company personnel may get. 
Also a,s per our other maintenance 
contracts, only journeymen wiremen 
may be employed* 

BrothiT Terr>'’s assistance has been 
im^aluable in negotiating this and 
other maintenance contracts whose 
conditions are typical of above men- 
tioned, He W’us instrumental in hav- 
ing an escalator clause irusuring a 
maximum 25 cents an hour in wage 
ditfereritial between a maintenance 
worker and cons tract ion worker. 

We feel justified in believing these 
conditions place us in the vanguard of 
the Brotherhood in relation to mainte- 
nance conditions,

Negotiations Hampered 
By New Regulations 

L. U. 58, DETROIT, MICH.— Emer- 

gency regu lotions on a national level 
are again hampering the cirorts of 
our joint conference committee. Our 
bargaining agency was apparently at 
a point in their negotiations where an 
agi'erable contitict %vas at hand, but 
unfortunately the Wage Stabilisation 
Board's rules and regulations came 


along at this critical moment and 
more or less upset our apple caii;. 

The formula applied to labor's 
ranks by the Wage Stabilization 
Boanl to limit wage rate increases in 
ten percent above the wage rate of 
January, 195h, is a cruel one. It has 
bi*on devised in part by such I'cput- 
able individuals as Mr. Eric Johnston 
and Mr. Charles Wilson of the Wage 
Board, Mr, Johnston's repulalion for 
promoting profits for the movie pic- 
hire industry in the past is well es- 
tablished* Mr, Wilson, on the other 
hand, has done an outstanding Job 
taking care of the stockholders of a 
large cioporation for many years. U 
seems that they both intend to en- 
rich their past reputation to big busi- 
ness in their |) resent capacity. 

Mr, Johnston and Mr. Wilson insist 
that their ten percent clause is in 
line With the general increase in the 
price of Cf>m modi ties consumed by the 
public. Those of us that visit the 
corac:’ gracery store and meat market 
at ragular iiiteiwals with the wife 
knovv that this is not so* A very 
popular brand of soap chips, for ex- 
ample, *sold over the caunter for 26 
cents back in Januaiy, 1950, Today 
the same brand is selling for 33 cents 
in what seems a slightly abbraviated 
cnilcm. This is an increase of ap- 
proximately 27 percent. Cleanliness 
is Cifidliness, they say, but our big 
business pt>licy makers ara doing ,in 
oulstanding job to place this moral 
practice in the luxiiiy clrisa. Some 
\rill argue that if one does not 
quite so much soap the price will 
come down because of the acting 
force*^ of supply and demand. Well, 
just let one try the practice of not 
using their nomuil donmiid of soap, 
and suffer the obno.xious consequence. 


Becaufie of these i-egulation factors, 
our committee has detoured uiwl bar- 
gained for fringe benefits. In partic- 
ular, the negotiations for group in- 
surance for our memberahip has made 
I'emarkable progress. The general 
plan appears to be one wdiere the con- 
tractor will pay five cents per hour 
into a fund* This fund will pay the 
insurance pramium lf» an acci’vdited 
iiusurance company. The control of 
this fund will be placed in the hands 
of six trustees, three of which will 
represent the union and three the 
employer* Many minor details remain 
to be worked out, but there seems to 
be no obstacle in the progressive path 
of the plan. 

Incidentallj', our annual dance was 
the outstanding social event of the 
past year* It was Jield at the Gray- 
stone ballroom on Muivh 30, 1951. 
It was obvious to thos4' present that 
the turnout vvas gratifying to the ef- 
foits exptoided by our enterUunment 
committ€?e. All enjoyed an evening <if 
dancing, periodic visits with fellow 
members and their guests, and the 
spectade of an cnteilaining Hoor 
show.

Agreement Signed With 
Seattle Light Company 

L. r. 77, SE.ATTLK, W.ASH.— Loc;il 

77, after a long struggle, finally 
achieved realization of an accomplish- 
ment that it has been striving for 
nuiny yeiirS’ — and that is, a signed 
agreement with City Light of Seattle. 
On March 5, 1351, the City of 

Seattle acquired the facilities of the

the time of the merger of the two 
systems. The City Council consistent- 
ly refused to grmit their request for 
iiti agi'eernent, sm a strike vote was 
taken. An elaborate publicity rnm* 
paijgn was inaugii rated m'vemi weeks 
before the proposed merger and the 
citizens nf Seattle were made aware 
of the seriousness of the problem of 
a “powder blackout** and of the right- 
ful grievance of the two groups of 
eniployes*^ — that of the P.S.P* and L. 
employes who were not sure of their 
employment status with the city, a ml 
that of the City Light employes who 
had been tr>dng to si‘cui*e a signed 
agreement for many years. The con* 
trove rsy lasted for appmximately 
three weeks, and finally through the 
Ktauneh suppiii of the membership, 
the City Council of Seattle passc^d a 
Resolution on March 2, 1951 (just 
three days prior to the scheduled 
‘^pmver tilackout**) tii grant the City 
Fjight permission to en- 

ter into negotiations with Local 7T 
and other interested crafts* and sign 
a colicctiv'e hni^gainlng agreement for 
all employes of the City Light of 
Seattle. The settlement of this con* 
tmversy should effectively €md public 
power attempts in the NoJlhwest, and 
particuiiirly cities in the power husi- 
ness, from operating outside national- 
ly m'Ogiiized methods of labor iiola- 
tifina. Cimimittees are now in the pro- 
cess of formulating their demands 
which will be presented in the near 
future to the City Light Depailment. 

Line construction had three big 
jobs contraeteil in March, consisting 
of Seattle to Marblemount, Midway 
to Big Kddy, and Midivay to Gnind 
Coulee.

L. r. Ill), ST. iwn., .\I1NN.— I^ss 
than a year ago, an em;doyes* w'el- 
fare plan was agreed upon by St. 
Paul contractors anti Local Union 110, 
under w'hich six cents per hour of 
wages were to he set aside, four 
cents going toward insurance-covered 
hos|dtal, sui'gical and weekly tem- 
porary disability benefits and two 
cents for the total disability trust 
fund. The insurance money w*as to 
build up for three months and the 
total disability trust to accumulate 
until January 1st of this year. 

About 4fi0 members are coveted 
in this plan, under w^hich dependents 
as w'ell as employes are eligible for 
some of the benefits, such as hos- 
pitalization and surgical care* So 
far, workci's and their families have 
been paid approximately 113,000, 
with individual claims running as 
high as $1,000, 


The first emidoye eligildt* lo ivcdve 
total disabUity lienefits undc-r the 
agreement was Julius O* Schultz, of 
Local 110, whose* sight was affectetl 
by cataracts on both eyes* Whtm 
physicians declami him unable ta 
follow' his trade. Brother Schultz 
drew^ his first check* Retroactive to 
January 1st, he will get weekly lame- 
fits of S35 up to a maximum of 
$10,000.

There are probably not more than 
a hundred memliers in the whole In- 
ternational who care that our lost 
social affair was the best our local 
ever held, but there are probably 
thousands of members who are glad 
to see another hundred workers join 
the active forces trying to maintain 
our tiast gains and preparing to ad- 
vance in the future. 

Being a railroad local we aiT proud 
that we are of that gioup which was 
first to place a labor issue before a 
special ^ard with the authority to 
make its decision free of the straight 
jacket designe«i by the “Big Business” 
xidministrators in Washington, It 
now appears that we have set a new 
pattern for the handling of labor 
disputes wherein the labor movement 
wilt not be subjected to the dictation 
of industrialists hiding behind ”dol- 
lar-a-year” administrator masks. 

The granting of the six-cent cost- 
of-living increase to non-operating 
railroad w'orker-s should never hav*c 
lieen questionetl by the stabilization 
czars, but they w-ere apparently so 
rletermined to pay the aims bill by 
smashing the high living standards of 
the wage workers and guarantee high 
profits in a husiness-as-usual pit>* 
• gram, they failed to figure the rights 
and power of the United Labor Policy 
Committee, When the people arc gi%'- 
ing their lives business can at least 
give its profits,

In a lot of cases 
the Internatiomd Office i>r privah- 
business gobbles up the welbtruincil 
person and the local union has to 
work as !iard as it can and witli a lot 
of patience and perseverance get an- 
other man trained for the job. 

Those are my own thoughts, but it 
looks like ludh the International Office 
and the local union have to help in the 
program of tiaining leaders hvfmr 
they take office — not the local union 
after the pej'son is in* office. 

I think that every local union in 
every building trade has had Ihis 
problem and my only answer to it is 
that we will have lo put something 
into a thing before vve can expect to 
get anything out.

There are many things that Wash- 
ington did not forgot in Florida and 
one is "controls," The same controls 
that take care of areas whei^e millions 
of people are employed are enforced 
where only a few hundred are em- 
ployed. Not only that, we happen to 
be in a non-defense area and the con- 
trols are more severe here as people 
cannot or will not be able to build 
anything if any moj'e controls go on. 

I would suggest as long as our Gov- 
ernment is vitally interested in con- 
trols to make a chart with all controls 
on it, explaining to the people what 
they are, what they are supposed to 
do and the main point is:— are they 
doing an^’thing? The average person 
roads about a contml oti wages. Let’s 
know what wages. After several 
months and lots of fighting between 
labor and these control powers, along 
comes food control, April 1st. After 
freezing wages or trying to and then 
letting big businesses get their houses 
in or<ler and then prices, also put the 
control on them; if that’s not the cart 
before the horse, what is ? 

Labor does not walk out on any 
committee that is trying to do its 
job fair and square, but when you 
put a group of men in power to con- 
trol something that most of them 
have never had any dealings with, 1 
don’t think it is going to work very 
well. !Most of these men have had 
dealings with labor on the business 
side of some corporation or firm and 
we know their knowledge is mostly 
cheap labor and they also know that 
some day they will have to return to 
their corporations for a living. I won- 
der if those are not some of the an- 
swers. The only thing that the plain, 
average laboring man can do from 
what he reads and heat's is to stick 
by his men that represent him in these 
trying times, for labor, at the same 
time, does not condemn every part of 
our Government. We have the best 
Government in the world. Let’s try 
and keep it. 

I would like to write moi’e, but as 1 
know space is limited I want to say 
that many of our Brothers are leaving 
this part of the country for parts 
where they can help do thei?' share. 
Many will say that they don’t sacri- 
fice much. Well, they do Brother.s, as 
most of our Brothers own their own 
homes, hax'e their children in school 
and many other things.

about that if “somehow*' the cost of 
an instullation could be reduced, it 
would bring more such work into the 
unionized orbit. From where we sit, 
four method.^ of n iluction are appar- 
ent: (1) decreased profits, {2) de- 
creased wagt^, (:ri bigger bulk pur- 
chsises of equipment, (4) greater ffii- 
cient control over overheads. 

Item 2 quite obvirmsly should be un- 
ncceptabb' in that house work is so 
seasonal in compai-ison to larger c<m- 
struction jobs. The remaining items 
are ofrereil in the hope that perhaps 
something along these line.s could he 
accomplisbed. It is proha ble, however, 
that still other methods are freely 
available — metlnals which if succt^ss- 
ful would result in the customer de- 
manding < efficient work at a recognized 
fair price. Wo offer the thought that 
both contractors and union shouki 
make full hearted attempts to educate 
the oust amor in the ways of the 
righteous. That should bo simple if a 
“cheap" installation can be proved 
expensive, assuming our ways are 
righteous or by merely asking the 
custfmior how much clmapor tln^ now 
home would be without an installation. 
Should the saving.s bo more than four 
porcont, We should immediately start 
a “Kofauver," On this basis, is not 
this mere four porcont worth morn 
than all the inconvonieiice r»f any 
otjior typo iiistiillatlon ? Whcj'ofore, 
then, dill this discussion arise— -may- 
bo we wero dreaming? 

Finale-— since **ningo" is out, may- 
be some sluggish Brothers will for- 
ward their buck to the City Clerk, 
thereby helping themselves Vo a li- 
cense ,^<1 the city to recoup some of 
the fosses effecled by the D. A.'s 
clamp down on various' pastimes.

Most 
of their equipment is sold to refineries 
and vw understand they have n sub- 
office located at 7t»Tl South Kxchange 
Avenue in Chicago, Illinois. I ^ real Xo. 
584 i*equi*sted this company bi* pluce^l 
an the offleial "l^nfair List'* of the 
Tulsa Trades Council several yeai^ 
ago and we inteml to keep them tlnnx- 
until we have them orgimixed. The 
Moulders Union held an election in 
the foundry and won the bargaining 
rights for Ihe workers in that de- 
partment but tht' rest of the plant 
is non-U nioii. We will welcome any

Ri^d a union shop agree- 
ment on tin* rail Iliads of the United 
States which we believe will th» tame* 
licial in futuiv nogotialions. The
